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The  education  provided  by  the  state  is 
of  a  fundaments)  character;  and  tbia  ia  all 
Alt  can,  fbr  tome  year  a  at  leaat  be  expec- 
ted  tram  It 

Thu  districts  nru  th*  brat  Judg*  ol  what 
nacre  ia  weated ;  and  it  baa  been  wiaely  left 
to  them  to  raiae  the  meana  for  whatever 
higher  Inatitutioa  ia  needed. 

It  muat  be  remembered  that  thcae  aubdl- 
viaiona  of  territory  differ  greatly  from  each 
other,  in  aiae,  intelligence,  and  wealth. 
In  thia  country  we  her :  the  two  extreme* 
ot  a  wealthy  city,  with  more  then  100,000 
inhabitunta.  on  the  one  band,  and  a  poor 
country  district  with  54  childn  n,  on  the 
other.  The  Utter  dace  not  receive  enough 
front, the  state  to  employ  a  teacher  the  re 
qvUite  nine  mouths ,  this  deficwicy  (for¬ 
merly  supplied  by  township  lax)  must  be 
mot  by  the  district,  or  the  elate  appropria¬ 
tion  will  be  forfeited.  Ol  course,  there  is 
no  thought  el  higher  educ.tion  in  such  a 
place.  But  the  city  sustains  a  High 
Sohool  of  a  high  order,  at  ita  own  cx|ionse, 
and  offer*  thia  privilege  to  all  the  children 
who  will  fit  themselves  for  it. 

The  debatable  ground  liea  between  these 
two  extremes,— in  such  places  as  Orange, 
East  Orange,  Bloomfield,  Montclair,  Belle 
ville  and  Irvington;  shall  they  have  High 
School  departments  in  their  large  graded 
schools  I  or  shall  they  atop  with  the  com 
non  school  branches,  and  leave  the  next 
to  private  enterprise  t  This  is  a  practical 
question ;  and  we  answer  without  heeita 
tion,  that  they  should  offer  to  their  child 
ren  an  education  limited  only  by  their 
ability. 

As  a  township  investment  it  will  be 
profitable.  It  is  not  necessary  to  repeat 
the  well  known  argument  that  intelligence 
and  good  morals  are  a  “great  gain”  to  a 
community.  Of  the  places  aboved  named 
the  most  prosperous  are  those  where  the 
beat  schoola  ex  hist.  They  attract  the  best 
families  to  aettle  near  them  ;  they  elevate 
the  character  of  the  people,  and  they  in¬ 
crease  the  value  of  property. 

A  High  School  department,  can  be  sup¬ 
ported  in  the  public  school  far  cheaper 
than  by  private  enterprise.  The  buildiDg 
already  exists  ;  the  ayatem  is  organized  ;  a 
principal  ia  already  provided  ;  the  children 
have  been  prepared  for  promotion,  and 
tbs  chief  expense  will  be  a  few  hundred 
dollars  for  furniture,  and  about  $1,000 
yearly  for  an  assistant. 

Another  stroug  argument  for  this  de¬ 
partment  ia  Ha  influence  on  the  rest  of  the 
school.  The  yonngor  scholars  constantly 
ace  an  example  of  higher  scholarship,  ex¬ 
citing  their  ambition,  and  leading  them  to 
strive  for  early  promotion.  If  there  is  any 
meaning  in  the  word  excelsior,  we  find  it 
here. 

The  tax  payer  in  these  “hard  times”  may 
give  an  intellectual  answer  to  these  argu¬ 
ments,  but  still  feel  opposed  to  paying  an 
“unnecessary”  tax  :  and  with  justice  too. 
Economy  should  he  practiced  in  achuola  as 
well  as  in  families;  and  in  these  days 
teachers  should  be  willing  tc  bear  thoix 
share  of  retrenchment. 

When  prosperity  come*  again,  they  will 
find  school  officers  and  citizen*  willing  as 
ever  to  deal  liberally  with  them. 

If  teachers  are  wise  and  faithful  there 
will  be  no  danger  of  “spoiling”  children, 
aud  unfitting  them  for  the  hard  reelitles  of 
life.  One  prominent  feature  of  all^cdum- 
tion  must  be.  to  teach  that  life  in  earnest ; 
that  hard  work  is  a  dutv.  and  s'bsolutely 
emential  co  raocesa;  that  any  field  of  labor 
ia  honorable;  and  that  the  honor  liea  in 
acting  well  one*  part,  whether  in  a  hlgl^  or 
low  pnaitlnn.  Higher  education  than  for¬ 
merly  ia  demanded  everywhere  in  the  com¬ 
mon  school,  the  high  school,  the  academy, 
the  college,  the  unfversity,  the  world. 
And  good  cit^ent  must  see  that  it  i*  pro¬ 
vided.  0.  u.  D. 


goodness  of  hie  heart.  Wa  are  surprised 
also  at  the  timidity  he  evinced  in  not  per¬ 
emptorily  and  boldly  resenting  in  the  be¬ 
ginning,  the  Insulting  indignities  and  moat 

daring  ontragee  wh  cb  hit  accuser  to  long 
inflicted  with  impunity.  Of  course  Mr. 
Beecher  did  not  see  through  the  selfishness 
cupidity  and  artifices  ol  that  man.  Ifci 
(her  did  lie  understand  the  trueuature  and 
antagonism,  and  the  possible  treachery  of 
the  “  u tgual  friend."  But  lain  eye#  have 
at  length  been  opened  and  all  his  Christian 
manliness  aroused.  All  Brooklyn  like¬ 
wise. 

We  shall  not  be  surprised  if  an  iedig- 
nant  community  rally  to  his  rescue  and 
support,  with  a  desire  to  mete  out  to  his 
false  accuser  condign  punishment. 

But  it  ia  well  for  every  body  to  be  re- 
miuded  that  jealousy  ia  blind,  i»  even  in¬ 
sane  ;  and  if  Tilton’*  rash  and  vindictive 
conduct  may  be  charged  to  tbia  cause 
something  must  be  allowed  for  the  knowni 
uncontrollable  cruelty  ot  the  green-eyed 
monster. 


FOREIGN  CAPITAL. 

An  insensate  cry  against  outside  capital 
has  occssionally  been  uttered  in  this  com¬ 
munity.  We  know  not  who  started  it,  but 
a  little  reflection  will  show  that  it  must 
have  had  ita  origin  in  ignorance  and  stu¬ 
pidity  or  in  some  sinister  design. 

It  is  the  well  known  policy  of  govern¬ 
ments  to  invite  and  encourage  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  foreign  capital.  Our  couutry 
is  indebted  to  foreign  capital,  as  well  as  to 
emigrant  labor,  for  the  development  of  ita 
natural  resources  and  the  construction  of 
transportation  facilities. 

The  capital  employed  in  any  enterprise, 
or  institution  within  the  town,  in  most  in 
stances  comes  Irom  without.  This  leaves 
home  earnings  and  net  profits  to  be  also 
spent  in  making  betterments  on  home  prop¬ 
erty  or  in  adding  to  the  conveniences  and 
comforts  of  home.  There  is  hardly  a 
stock  of  merchandise,  or  the  machinery 
and  tools  of  a  manufactory,  in  town,  and 
in  many  cases  not  the  buildings  them 
setves,  or  the  residences  of  their  reputed 
owners,  which  have  not  been  provided  by 
outside  capital.  Would  any  one  be  willing 
to  repel  outsiders  who  should  propose  to 
build  houses,  establish  factories,  or  stores, 
or  to  cargr  on  any  legitimate  business 
here  7  Depend  upou  it  whoever  objects  to 
the  investment  here  of  foreign  capital  is 
inimical  to  the  best  interests  of  the  town. 

For  ourselves  we  shall  gladly  welcome 
them,  and  the  more  the  better.

We  have  purposely  refrained  from  rank 
1  ing  any  remarks  upon  the  Tilton  bill  of  in¬ 
dictment  against  Brooklyn’s  most  distin¬ 
guished  clergyman,  while  It  was  in  process 
of  being  investigated  by  an  Intelligent  and 
honest  committee.

Had  Mr.  Beecher  made  hia  atatciaent 
earlier  we  think  a  great  amount  of  scandal 
would  her*  been  avoided,  and  the  cause  cf 
inWgias  been  spared  tome  of  Its  sever  at 
wound*  arising  from  the  wstkneaa  ami 
vacillation  of  many  of  Its  Mend*.  But 
we  are  not  sure  that  It  was  possible  to  pre 
swat  this  strong  and  convincing  dslmcs  until 
the  accuser  and  his  aeaoeiate.  a*  well  sa 
other  witnesses,  had  hewn  examined.  Nor 
la  U  probable  that  the  public  would  Have 
gives  It  that  full  credence  that  they  now 
nnivsraally  accord  to  it. 

We  have  reed  Mr.  Becoheft  statement 
attentively  and  the  result  In  our  mind  la 
aa  nndoubting  vindication  of  his  purity  of 
htsatiM  and  bin  integrity  of  conduct.  He 
hka,  m  must  admit,  evinced  acme  iwsa 
yrsitlet  of  character  that  we  should  not 
have  expected  to  find.  But  his  weaknesses 
saaas  In  spring  from  llm  pmlehlsasaa  ef  his

After  the  arduous  and  successful  labors 
last  year  to  secure  the  Introduction  of  gas 
into  Bloomfield  and  Montclair,  we  suppos¬ 
ed  the  question  was  set  at  rest  forever. 
No  one  imagined  that  Bloomfield  could  aj 
stultify  itself,  of  could  possibly  be  so  blind 
to  its  reputation  sad  interest  aa  to  tafia 
that  question  to  be  opened  again.

Maoy,  from  the  time  of  election  last

Frisnd  Ltoh: — You  inform  your  Belle¬ 
ville  correspondent  through'yonr  columns, 
that  his  communications  are  three  week* 
overdue  and  that  it  is  strange  yon  cannot 
secure  something  valuable  for  the  Gazette 
that  shall  be  interesting  to  Bellevillians. 
Now  if  you  knew  Belleville  as  well  as 
your  correspondent,  you  would  not  think  it 
so  remarkable.  All  that  can  be  written 
or  said  in  praise  of  this  town  will  never 
help  it*  growth  or  prosperity.  In  fact  the 
village  is  Mid  by  some  folks  to  be  finished, 
and  that  all  it  need*  is  a  high  board  fence 
to  enclose  it,  to  prevent  outsiders  from  ap¬ 
proaching  it.  Although,  if  you  will  ride 
over  some  of  the  roads  leading  to  this  an 
cient  town,  you  might  perhaps  think  that 
all  necesMf^ means  had  been  need  to  accom 
pliah  this  object  without  resorting  to  the 
fence  project. 

Nothing  but  complaint*  are  heard  con 
cerning  the  fearful  condition  ot  the  street* 
While  variona  schemes  have  been  nsderta 
ken  to  improve  their  condition,  none  have 
lieen  carried  out  successfully,  and  the 
last  great  effort  has  proved  worse  than 
anything  we  have  had  heretofore.  Under 
the  once  famous  commission,  a  little  work 
waa  done,  a  lew  stones  picked  up  it)  on 
spot  and  a  cartload  of  clay  dropped  in  an 
other,  bot  since  the  advent  of  "Ye  City 
Fathers,”  ahenlntely  nothing  has  been  ac 
coroplished  and  a  year  has  been  altogether 
lose 

There  seems  to  ho  some  great  stumbling 
block  In  the  path  of  improvement  here 
which  cannot  be  overcome.  If  any  project 
ia  started  that  looks  toward  a  better  condi¬ 
tion  of  thing*  there  ia  sure  pi  be  Just 
enough  opposition  to  overthrow  It.  Wbeth 
er  It  ie  because  the  leaden  in  these  various 
scheme*  for  improvements  are  not  the  prop¬ 
er  parties  to  inaugurate  them,  I  leave  for 
other*  to  answer;  My  own  notion  in  thia 
matter  la,  that  Improvements  of  any  public 
nature  should  not  be  Inrord  upon  tha  peo 
pis,  at  (vast,  until  a  majority  of  the  resi¬ 
dent*  demand  them.  When  two  or  thfee 
attempt  to  dictate  to  the  people  of  any 
town  what  they  want,  they  may  as  agener- 
si  rule  expect  to  find  considerable  opposi¬ 
tion.  While  much  has  been  said  ami  writ¬ 
ten  concerning  Belleville,  relating  to  the 
intereata  of  the  village  proper,  a  vary  ltn 
portent  portion  of  the  township  hae  horn 
overlooked.  The  beautlfcl  building  site*  for 
sale  in  Montgomery,  should  command  the 
attention  of  those  looking  fbr  *  place  to  lo¬ 
cate.  No  prettier  little  village  caa  be 
found  la  all  thia  section  of  New  Jersey.  Sit

A  SUNDAY  VISIT  Til  THE  HOUSE 
OF  KKFI  GE,  RANDALL'S  INLAND,

Ever  since  my  good  mother  threatened 
to  send  mu  to  a  house  of  refuge  lor  ongov- 
urnableneaa,  I  have  had  a  strong  cariosity 
to  know  something  about  an  institution  I 
came  so  near  honoring  with  my  incorrigi¬ 
ble  youth.  Sunday  last  the  opportunity 
presented  itself  and  I  eagerly  embraced  it. 

Taking  the  little  tug  "Refuge’’  at  the 
font  of  118'h  street,  we  steamed  over  to 
the  Island,  nod  ere  we  landed,  could- hear 
the  voices  of  the  children  at  their  devotion¬ 
al  exercises  in  tha  chapel.  Entering  the 
large,  well  ventilated  hall,  we  were  shown 
to  an  elevated  platform  intersected  by  the 
chaplin'a  desk,  and  so  seated  that  the  sev¬ 
en  hundred  boys  and  girla  were  at  tha  com¬ 
plete  mercy  of  our  gsxe.  The  boys  were 
uniformity  dressed  in  gray  suits  which, 
with  their  closely  cropped  heads,  gave  to 
the  spectocie  a  sombre  cast;  whil"  the 
girls  hail  on  striped  calico  dresses  and 
white  aprons.  The  boys  were  generally 
without  shoes  and  stocking*,  and,  alto¬ 
gether.  did  not  compare  favorably  in  their 
get  np”  with  the  girla.  Perhaps  the 
comparison  had  a  depressing  effect  on  them 
for  they  did  not  enter  Into  the  exercise* 
with  the  same  gusto  aa  the  girls.  The 
hour  and  a  half  were  taken  with  the  sing 
ing  of  many  pieces  and  the  reading  ol 
seripture  and  portions  of  Psalter  with  re 
sponsea  from  the  children,  aud  a  feeling 
prayer  by  the  regular  chaplain,  Rev.  Geo. 
H.  Smith,  who  ended  with  a  familiar  die 
course  on  the  "Necessity  of  having  an  aim 
in  life.”  This  was  truly  excellent  in  ita 
way,  and  proved  that  the  State  had  at  lea*  t 
one  teacher  who  knows  just  how  to  talk  to 
the  boys  and  girl#  in  a  manner  that  will 
both  iuterest  them  and  sow  good  healthy 
seeds  In  their  hearts  and  mind*.  It  was 
indeed  a  study  for  a  physiognomist  to  have 
that  sea  ot  youthful  faces  before  him.  And 
while  the  feature#  and  settled  expression* 
showed  only  too  ciesrly  the  low  origin  and 
influences  of  the  little  unfortunate*,  their 
generally  well-developed  heads  were  proof 
of  the  kindly  disposition  of  nature  to  give 
them  an  ample  mental  outfit  with  which 
to  start  life.  Most  all  had  lolly  developed 
fore  heads,  and  'imply  developed  superior- 
post  i  rior  regions  of  brain,  where  are  *op 
posed  to  exist  tbe  faculties  that  when  well 
developed,  go  to  tbe  making  ot  good  boys; 
while  (he basilar  nortiona  in  which  the  ir¬ 
repressible,  ugly  function*  are  thought  to 
have  tbeir  habitation,  were  not  dispropor 
tionately  heavy. 

In  fact  I  noticed  only  one  really  bad 
looking  (ace  and  head  among  these  buds 
of'erime.  This  chap's  head  shelved  down 
swiftly  from  the  upper  parietal  suture  to 
his  ears,  and  this  with  a  “villainously  low 
forehead"  and  regular  “hang-dog  expres¬ 
sion  of  countenance,  together  with  sundry 
sly  pinches  of  his  neighbor’#  back  and  olh 
er  devices  for  the  annoyance  of  all  within 
hia  reach,  proved  him  to  be  a  “bad  ’no 

At  my  feet  tbe  chaplain’*  little  girl, 
nicely  dressed,  waa  having  free  range  from 
one  end  of  the  platform  to  the  other,  and 
many  of  the  smaller  children  liecame  to  ab¬ 
sorbed  In  her  movements  sa  fo  lose  momen¬ 
tarily  the  regulation  expression,  Ik- got  ten 
liy  the  constant  surveillance,  and  to  let 
steal  from  their  eye*  *nd  find  mute  utter¬ 
ance  In  their  tremulous  lip*,  a  yearning 
from  their  inmost  soul*  for  just  such  liber 
ty  snd  love  snd  care  aa  they  felt  that  aha 
enjoyed. 

I  must  con  lees  that  ever  since,  J  hare 
been  haunted  by  the  silent  appeals  that 
shone  onmnecionsly  from  the  eyes  sad 
lacee  of  some  of  thoee  wee  little  fellows. 

Talk  ot  their  being  happy  and  content  !• 
but  throwing  the  lle  In  the  face  of  Nature 
Content  snd  happiness  are  to  be  found  with 
a  kind  father  ana  loving  mother  and  com 
fortable  home,  and  not  in  an  institution 
where  every  childish  action' must  square 
with  some  regulation  or  be  declared  pun 
iahable.  That  the  Aaperintendent  and  as¬ 
sistants  are  kind  and  humane,  admit*  of 
no  doubt ;  but  one  c-onnot  but  reflect  that 
they  are  simply  children  and  bare  no  leni¬ 
ent  mother  to  steal  to  and  oeg  and  receive 
an  extra  alice  of  bread  or  cake,  to  make 
glad  the  hungry  instinct  that  a -> 
every  child  at  times  snd  the  gratification  of 
which  is  a  physiological  necessity. 

No,  no,  *  mathematical  distribution  on 
th*  eminent  authority  ot  Dr.  8o  and  an 
ennatitntea  a  sufficiency,  and  the  little 
etnmech*  must  ailenttr  question  a  philoso¬ 
phy  that  Ilka  most  philosophies,  transcend* 
nature  and  common  erase 
Shades  of  my  youthful  bowels  I  This 
question  of  hunger,  I  ran  contain  myself 
no  longer  to  dwell  on.  And  I  hereby  sol¬ 
emnly  declare  that  if  mother  had  put  her 
threat  Into  execution,  I  would  have  recap, 
ed  sod  returm-d  to  eat  her  out  of  honsn 
ted  home  in  lei*  tha*  a  week's  time.

Laws  of  New  Jersey. 

CHAPTER  OCCICXCV. 

An  act  IA  incorporate  •‘The  YlHntre  of  Ir 

vington."  i*  the  Townnhip  of  Clinton, 

and  County  of  Essex. 

1.  He  It  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Oeu- 
cral  Assembly  of  the  Jure  of  New  Jcrecy, 
That  all  that  part  of  tha  county  of  Kuri 
contained  within  the  following  limits,  to 
wit  ;  beginning  at  4  monument  planted 
fir  the  commission*!*  Do  lay  out  street*  l* 
the  city  of  Newark  on  the  westerly  side  of 
Montgomery  avenue  or  Twentieth  street, 
and  at  a  corner  in  the  division  line  be 
tween  the  citv  and  townahlp;  I  hence  run- 
ning  easterly  along  the  hound*rv  Hue  be¬ 
tween  s*id  citv  end  townahitt  to  *  nomt 
midway  between  Nineteenth  B  and  Twen¬ 
tieth  afreet* ;  thence  running  southerly  in 
a  straight  linn  between  Nineteenth  Band 
Nineteenth  0.  streets,  and  SO  M  to  run 
mid  wav  between  Nineteenth  B  and  Nine¬ 
teenth  C  streets  to  a  point  on  that  line 
midway  between  Prospect  and  Goldsmith 
avenues;  thenro  westerly  and  midway  be 
tween  said  Prospect  and  Goldsmith  avenuo 
to  a  point  i>u  that  line  midway  between 
Thirtv-nlofh  and  ForfTeth  stre’eti ,  and 
t  honor  northeasterly  m'dwav  lie  tween  Thir¬ 
ty  ninth  and  Fortieth  streets  to  the  bound¬ 
ary  line  between  South  Orange  and  ClinbiR 
town*hir>s;  thenpe  northeasterly  on  th#  last 
nsrned  boundary  line  to  the  line  of  thn 
city  ot  Newark ;  and  thenee  southerly 
along  said  city  line  to  tbe  place  of  begin¬ 
ning  lie  and  the  same  ie  hereby  formed  Into 
a  village  corporate  to  lie  designated  and 
knosrn  a* “The  V!U#gf*f  Irvington." 
nRVRRAL  nton-r*. 

3.  And  lie  it  enacted.  That  all  thn  in¬ 
habitant*  of  this  state  residing  within  such 
limits,  snd  their  successors  are  hereby  con¬ 
stituted  and  continued  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  in  feet  snd  In  law.  lie  lh«  n  one 
of  “The  Village  of  Trvlngton,M  ynd  bv 
that  name  shall  snd  may  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  ahall  in  addition  to  the 
rights,  privileges,  snd  Immunities  granted, 
and  the  dntiee  and  nWtfatinM  impael  Iq 
thia  act.  be  entitled  to  all  the  righu«  twirl- 
leges,  and  immunitie*  conferred,  and  anb- 
ject  to  all  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities 
imposed  hv  the  law*  of  thl*  State  upon 
the  inhabitants  of  the  several  townships 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  are  consistent 
with  the  provisions  ot  this  act. 

8.  And  t>e  it  enacted,  That  the  said  cor¬ 
poration  by  the  said  name  of  ■*  The  Village 
of  Irvington,"  shall  and  may  bo  capable  ot 
uilng  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  living 
impleaded,  answering  and  lining  answered 
unto,  defended  or  being  defondud  ip  *11 
courts  and  places  whatsotrver.  in  all  man¬ 
ner  of  suits  and  actions  whatsoever;  and 
shall  and  may  have  a  common  seal  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

OFFICERS. 

4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  officers 
of  tke  said  village abeli  bo  a  president  and 
focr  trustees,  who  further  shall  constitute 
and  be  known  as  the  board  oftrnsteos  ; 
a  village  clerk,  who  shall  be  clerk  ol  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  a  village  treasurer, 
who  shall  severally  lie  elected  by  billot  by 
the  legal  voters  resident  within  the  Ixiunds 
aforesaid  from  the  freeholder*  anil  legal 
voter*  resident  within  said  bounds,  and 
hv  #  plurality  of  votes,  and  ahall  hold 
office  for  one  year,  and  when  duly  elected 
ami  qualified  shaft  continue  in  office  until 
their  terms  of  office  shall  expire  or  until 
others  shall  lie  ejected  or  appointed  in 
their  stead  ;  tfie  first  election  of  said  offi¬ 
cers  shall  lake  place  no  the  eighteenth  day 
of  April  next,  which  election  shall  lie  Held 
ard  conducted  in  the  same  manner,  so  far 
as  practicable  as  all  other  elections  con 
templatod  by  this  act;  at  that  electron  the 
legal  voters  present  before  the  voting  I  lo¬ 
gins  shall  elect  from  their  own  number  a 
judgu  and  clerk  of  election  who  shall  act 
only  at  this  election,  lint  before  they  assume 
the  duties  of  their  office  shall  severally 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  sflirmation 
before  some  person  authorized  In  take  <**t  Us 
or  affirmations,  faithfully  and  impartially 
to  execuUs  the  duties  ot  their  respective 
offices. 

3.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  all  election* 
for  village  officers  after  the  first,  shall  hr 
held  annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  April 
in  each  year,  at  >mtc  place  in  said  village 
designated  by  the  “  board  of  tntateee," 
and  advertised  by  the  village  clerk  fur  at 
least  ten  days  previous  thereto,  by  notices 
put  up  in  five  of  the  most  public  pi-  ces  in 
said  village;  the  polls  shall  open  at  three 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  close  at  seven 
and  one  halt  in  the  afternoon,  and 
election  shall  be  conducted  by  Uui  village 
clerk  and  one  judge  of  election,  in  the 
same  manner  presoribed  by  law  for  the 
election  of  officers  in  the  township  of  Clin 
ton,  but  no  ballot  for  the  election  »f  trus¬ 
tee*  ah  Ml  have  more  Uw -i  two  name*  ;  re¬ 
turns  of  all  election#  of  village  officers 
shall  be  stated  and  signed  by  the  judge 
thereof  and  attested  under  oath  by  the 
clerk  and  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
the  closing  of  the  polls  filed  in  tbs  office 
ot  the  village  clerk  ;  the  said  judge  and 
clerk  shall,  within  five  days  after  ench 
election,  also  file  a  copy  of  said  return  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county;  and 
the  expense*  of  such  elections  shall  b* 
audited  and  ptld  by  mid  board  of  trus¬ 
tee*. 

8.  And  bait  enacted.  That  the  president 
and  trustees  shall  not  receive  any  onmpen 
ration  or  emolument*  for  their  aervim-a  a* 
such  trustees,  directly  or  indirectly,  and 
tbe  other  officers  shall,  io  addition  to  th* 
free  of  the  same  officers  In  township*  of 
this  state,  if  any,  receive  such  addition*! 
com  probation  er.  the  lioarff  of  trusteea  may 
from  time  to  time  designate  by  ordinance  ; 
lie  fore  ant  of  the  said  officer*  or  any  officer 
appointed  liy  raid  board  of  trustees  shall 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  hU  office  he  ahall 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation 
la-fore  aome  person  authorized  to  adntlnia- 
•ar  the  same,  that  h*  will  well  raid  faithful 
ly  execute  the  duties  of  his  nffioe  -to  the 
best  of  his  ability,  skill,  snd  ohderstan-l- 
iug.  which  oath  ahall  be  filed  in  the  offl'c 
ni  the  village  clerk,  sod  also  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk,  witfcta  ten  day*  after 
the  election;  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur 
in  tbe  office  of  president  or  tnfatre.  by 
reason  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  serve,  rein  >v 
al  from  tbe  village;  or  any  other  cause,  the 
trustees  shall  elect  by  a  majority  of  their 
whole  number,  some  person  to  fill  the 
vacancy ;  and  in  case  two  dr  more  vtcan 
ciea  in  tbs  office  of  president  or  tntsfec* 
shall  exist  at  thn  some  tune,  a  special  elec¬ 
tion  shall  tie  ordered  by  the  trust***  tor  the 
purpose  of  filling  th#  same,  which  raecial 
election  shall  be  advertiser!  and  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  aa  the  annual  elections. 

7.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  al  the  close 
of  such  annual  or  special  election  the  Judge 
and  clerk  thereof  shall  procoed.  without 
delay,  to  count  tbe  vtdea  cast  for  the  aev- 
eral  candidate*  voted  for  la  said  election, 
and  shall  make  out,  under  their  hands,  a 
certificate  of  the  result,  and  ahall  within 
three  days  after  saoh'  election,  ft  sliver  raid 
certificates  unto  the  viltogs  dark  ;  ami,  at 
the  annual  meeting  »f  the  board  of  trus¬

That  the  village 
president  shall  be  the  chief  executive  offi 
cer  of  the  village,  he  shall,  when  present, 
preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  board  of 
truatetsi  whenever  he  ehall  deem  such  meet¬ 
ing*  to  lie  necessary,  or  upon  the  writlm 
request  of  three  of  the  trustees  ;  he  shall 
sign  ell  declarations  at  tbe  sale  of  landi 
and  reel  estate  for  unpaid  assessments,  and 
all  warrants  tor  tke  withdrawal  of  money) 
from  the  village  treasurer,  and  all  note*, 
bonds  or  obligations  to  he  given  for  the

That  the  presi¬ 
dent  for  the  time  being  be  and  is  hereby 
invested  with  all  tbe  powers  at  a  police 
justice,  and  i*  authorized,  on  witnessing

to  call  upon  the  citizens  for  mid  to  quell 
the  same  and  maintain  the  public  peace.
